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One of the most remarkable, but by no 
means one of the most encouraging, 
signs of the times is the frequency 
of youthful crime. The rising genera- 
tion may, very likely, know more 
geography than its predecessors, but it 
certainly has not improved in some re- 
aspects after twenty years of board school 
education. Not only are many of oir 
London thoroughfares rendered impass- 
able on Sunday evenings by young roughs 
of both sexes, but schoolboy burglaries, 
assaults, and robberies areof painfully fre- 
quent occurrence, Now, much of this 
could be checked, we are convinced, if it 
were possible for the board school masters 
and mistresses to inflict a moderaceamcunt 
of corporal punishment at theiz discretion. 
How, in the name of common sense and 

experience, is a master who is responsible 
for the control of several hundred boys to 
maintain discipline if he be not allowed to 
administer, as occasion requires,anecessary 
correction? Аз things stand at present, 
however, the master may not do that. If 
he does, as, being only human, he occasion- 
ally will, he is liable to be confronted with 
an indignant father or mother who 
promptly assaults him by way of satis- 
on faction for some supposed injury inflicted 
upon а naughty boy. The вате holds 
good in the case of the girls; and the mis- 
tresses not unfrequently have to answer for 
the fairy tales which ingenious youngsters 
relate at home to their mothers, and which 
serve as an excuse for venting the accumu- 
lated indignation which selfish parents fec! 
at the necessity of paying school fees for 
the education of their children. We are 
no advocates of the habitual infliction of 
corporal punishment, which, in most cases, 
would tare a deplorably brutalising effect 
upon the children; but we do think 
that schoolmasters and schoolmistresses 
often have to suffer unjustly for their 
efforts to preserve discipline. An assault 
is bad, but a summons to the police court 
is worse. And there have been too many
